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It  is  apparent  to  all  of  us  who  are  deeply  involved  in  finding 
resources  to  support  the  programs  and  services  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  its  cities,  towns  and  counties,  that  contributions  from  federal 
sources  play  a  very  important  role. 

Historically,  Massachusetts  has  had  a  tradition  which  looked  with 
suspicion  upon  federal  funds  paying  for  state  and  local  needs.   To 
the  extent  that  we  retain  our  independence  and  choice  of  alterna- 
tives, this  attitude  is  sound.   However,  since  our  taxpayers  contri- 
bute vast  amounts  to  the  Federal  Treasury  it  is  natural  to  expect 
that  any  redistribution  of  these  funds  should  equitably  return  for 
the  benefit  of  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth. 


This  report,  Federal  Aid  to  Massachusetts,  shows  overall  success  in 
federal  funding  support  for  Massachusetts,   It  can  and  should  be 
very  useful  in  planning  and  developing  strategies  for  improvements 
in  certain  specific  program  areas,  particularly  when  read  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  earlier  report  issued  in  December,  1973. 

It  is  the  product  of  the  joint  efforts  of  Seth  A.  Armen  of  the  Federal 
Grants  Bureau  in  the  Executive  Office  for  Administration  and  Finance 
and  Guy  Rosmarin  of  the  Office  of  Federal- State  Relations  and  was 
prepared  at  my  direction  to  follow  up  the  aforementioned  report. 
They  have  provided  a  valuable  tool  for  the  guidance  of  state  adminis- 
trators . 


INTRODUCTION 


The  Comparative  Report  of  Federal  Aid  to  States  for  1973  has  been  expanded 
to  include  a  great  amount  of  information  for  use  by  state  administrators, 
legislators  and  public  interest  groups  or  individuals.   It  is  now  called 
"Federal  Grants-in-Aid  to  Massachusetts;  Statistical  Tables  and  Other 
Information".   It  is  hoped  that  this  expanded  version  will  provide  infor- 
mation needed  to  bring  about  increased  funding  support  for  some  programs 
and  more  efficient  use  of  existing  funding. 

The  Governor  has  directed  the  preparation  of  this  report  to  help  meet 
certain  goals  and  objectives.   These  include: 

1.  Monitoring  the  calculations  and  data  inputs  on  formula 
grants  and  other  distributions  to  insure  equitable 
distribution  of  federal  funds.   In  the  case  of  General 
Revenue  Sharing,  this  has  resulted  in  substantial 
increases  ($6,000,000  to  $8,000,000)  over  what  we 
would  have  received. 

2.  Ability  to  find  sources  of  federal  funds  for  specific 
projects  or  activities. 

3.  Ability  to  keep  state  administrators  aware  of  all 
aspects  of  current  and  prospective  grant  programs. 

4.  Ability  to  keep  our  congressional  delegation  informed 
of  the  Commonwealth's  interest  in  current  or  proposed 
bills. 

5.  Ability  to  determine  the  impact  of  new  legislation  in 
Congress  on  current  and  future  state  and  local  programs. 

6.  The  promotion  of  technical  proficiency  among  state 
agencies  in  applying  for  federal  grants  and  maximizing 
the  amounts  available.   The  development  of  overhead 
rates  under  U.S.  O.M.B.  Bulletin  A-87  in  1970  and 
continued  since  that  time  has  resulted  in  many  additional 
millions  of  dollars  of  Federal  Reimbursement.

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FEDERAL  AID  TO  MASSACHUSETTS 
COMPARATIVE  REPORT  ( 197 1-1973 ) 


The  attached  report  was  prepared  from  material  published  by  the  U.S. 
Dept.  of  the  Treasury  in  a  series  of  booklets  entitled  "Federal  Aid  to 
States"  for  the  fiscal  years  1971,  1972,  and  1973. 

For  the  past  several  years  this  report  has  been  prepared  to  show  how 
Massachusetts  compares  to  other  states  receiving  Federal  Funds  in  various 
categories  of  aid  programs.   Since  most  distributions  are  based  upon  popu- 
lation, average  earnings  per  capita,  number  of  poor  and  other  data,  Massa- 
chusetts should  be  expected  to  rank  between  tenth  and  twelfth.   However  we, 
rank  very  favorable  as  eighth  in  total  receipts. 

The  "Federal  Aid  to  States"  for  fiscal  year  1973  lists  99  federal  pro- 
gram items  in  contrast  to  101  listed  for  fiscal  year  1972.   Since  certain 
program  items  were  in  existence  in  prior  years  and  are  no  longer  separately 
identified,  they  are  listed  by  letter  designation  in  the  item  number  column. 

In  order  to  make  the  identification  of  these  programs  more  specific  and 
useful,  the  specific  program  numbers  found  in  the  U.S.  "Catalog  of  Federal 
Domestic  Assistance"  were  identified.   These  are  tabulated  under  each  program 
item.   It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  were  928  specific  programs  listed 
in  the  November,  1973  Revised  edition.   That  explains  the  numerous  programs 
listed  under  each  of  the  Federal  Aid  program  items. 

The  program  items  listed  in  this  report  include: 

1.  Direct  cash  grants  to  state  or  local  governmental  units,  to 
other  public  bodies  established  under  state  or  local  law  or 
to  their  designees;  e.g.,  Federal  aid  for  highway  construction. 


2.  Expenditures  for  grants-in-kind,  such  as  purchases  of  com- 
modities distributed  to  state  and  local  governmental  insti- 
tutions; e.g.  school  lunch  programs. 

3.  Payments  to  non-profit  institutions  when: 

(a)  The  program  is  coordinated  or  approved  by  state  agency; 
e.g.,  the  Hill-Burton  Hospital  construction  program; 

(b)  payments  are  made  directly  because  of  provisions  of  a 
state  plan  or  other  arrangements  initiated  by  state  or 
local  government;  e.g.,  Federal  aid  for  higher  education, 
or 

(c)  payments  are  made  with  the  explicit  intent  of  augmenting 
public  programs;  e.g.  community  action  programs. 

4.  Shared  revenues  and  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes;  e.g.  payments 
from  receipts  of  Oregon  and  California  grant  lands. 

5.  Payments  to  regional  commissions  and  organizations  which  are 
redistributed  at  the  state  or  local  level  to  provide  public 
services. 

6.  Federal  payments  to  state  and  local  governments  for  research 
and  development  that  is  an  integral  part  of  the  state  and  local 
governments'  provisions  of  services  to  the  general  public;  e.g. 
research  on  crime  control  financed  from  law  enforcement  assis- 
tance grants  or  on  mental  health  associated  with  the  provision 
of  mental  rehabilitation  services.   See  (3)  and  (4)  below  for 
exclusions  related  to  research  and  development. 

7.  Direct  Federal  loans  (either  expenditure  account  or  loan  account) 
to  state  and  local  governments  for  purposes  similar  to  those  for 
which  grants  are  made. 


ITEMS  NOT  INCLUDED  UNDER  THESE  PROGRAMS  ARE: 

1.  Federal  administrative  expenses  associated  with  programs 
1-7  above. 

2.  Grants  made  directly  to  non-profit  institutions  not  covered 
above,  individuals,  and  prof it=making  institutions;  e.g., 
payments  for  Job  Corps  centers  and  to  trainees. 

3.  Payments  for  research  and  development  not  directly  related 
to  the  provision  of  services  to  the  general  public;  e.g., 
basic  research. 

4.  Payments  for  services  rendered;  e.g.,  utility  services, 
tuition  payments,  research  and  development  for  Federal 
purposes  conducted  under  contracts,  grants  or  agreements  by 
by  such  agencies  as  the  National  Institutes  of  Health,  the 
National  Science  Foundation,  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission, 
the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration,  and  the 
Department  of  Defense. 

5.  Federal  grants  to  cover  administrative  expenses  for  regional 
bodies  and  other  funds  not  redistributed  to  the  states  or

(1)  population;  (2)  geography;  (3)  location;  (4)  prior 
years'  distribution;  (5)  percentages;  and  (6)  special 
groups. 

Federal  Outlays  to  States  do  not  include  Federal  Influence 
Activities.   These  are:  (1)  the  current  market  value  of 
donated  commodities;  (2)  the  original  acquisition  cost  of 
donated  surplus  real  and  personal  property;  (3)  the  face 
value  of  contingent  liability  of  guaranteed  insured  loans. 

The  Internal  Revenue  Collections  represent  the  total  of 
various  Federal  taxes  collected  by  states  and  include 
(1)  individual  income  and  employment  taxes;   (2)  corporation 
income  taxes;  (3)  excise  taxes;  (4)  estate  and  gift  taxes; 
(5)  less  all  refunds  of  taxes.
